CSU  honors  "First  Lady

An  honorary  doctorate  of  edu- 
cation degree  was  awarded  to 
Carolyn  "Sissy"  Killen  Hunter, 
wife  of  Dr.  Jairy  Hunter  Jr.,  presi- 
dent, at  Commencement 
Ceremonies  Saturday,  May  22. 

Hunter  was  chosen  for  this 
prestigious  honor  based  on  her 
"unwavering  dedication  to 
Charleston  Southern  University 
and  her  relentless  pursuit  of  ulti- 
mate quality  in  higher  educa- 
tion," according  to  Gloria  Thiem, 
the  University  Trustee  who  pre- 
sented her  nomination. 

"Sissy  has  been  the  first  lady  of 
the  University  for  15  years,  plan- 
ning many  functions  and  serving 
as  hostess  for  the  president,"  said 
Thiem.  "Few  people  realize  that 
she  is  the  driving  force  behind 
the  success  of  many  events, 
preparing  the  menus,  working 
with  the  staff,  and  developing  the 
programs,"  Thiem  explained. 

Hunter  is  a  former  educator 
who  graduated  magna  cum 
laude  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Wilmington 
and  received  her  master  of  edu- 
cation degree  from  Charleston 
Southern  University. 

"We  chose  to  honor  Sissy  with 


the  doctorate  of  educa- 
tion degree,"  said 
Thiem,  "because  she 
has  devoted  herself  to 
excellence  and  raising 
the  standards  of  educa- 
tion in  this  state.  She 
receives  no  compensa- 
tion from  the 
University  for  her 
work,  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  believed  that 
this  was  a  great  time  to 
show  our  apprecia- 
tion." 
The  modest  Hunter 
sees  herself  as  a  "behind  the 
scenes"  person  whose  goal  is  to 
help  Dr.  Hunter  and  the 
University  achieve  the  highest 
levels  of  excellence. 

"I  really  love  what  I  do  and  am 
deeply  honored  by  this  award," 
said  Mrs.  Hunter. 

"Not  only  do  I  get  to  represent 
Charleston  Southern  University,  I 
get  to  work  with  wonderful  peo- 
ple who  have  the  same  goals." 

The  announcement  of  Mrs. 
Hunter's  award  came  only  a  few 
weeks  after  her  family  surprised 
her  with  an  endowed  scholarship 
in  her  honor.  The  Carolyn  Killen 
Hunter  Outstanding  Christian 
Teacher  Endowed  Scholarship 
and  Award  will  be  given  to  a 
CSU  senior  education  major  who 
exemplifies  a  love  of  teaching. 
The  recipient  is  chosen  by  educa- 
tion faculty,  and  students  must 
submit  an  essay,  show  a  "love  of 
teaching,"  and  be  active  in  their 
church.

Peace  tour 
visits  to  pro- 
mote under- 
standing of 
African  issues 

The  annual  Africa  Peace  Tour 
visited  CSU  on  Friday,  April  16  in 
the  auditorium  of  the  Derry 
Patterson  Wingo  School  of 
Nursing. 

Two  African  activists,  the 
Rev.  Daniel  Nzinga,  the  Southern 
Africa  International  Affairs  repre- 
sentative for  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee,  and 
Alex  Otieno,  a  graduate  student 
of  the  University  of  Nairobi, 
Kenya,  helped  students  under- 
stand African  culture,  languages, 
religions,  economics  and  social 
structures  on  the  African  conti- 
nent. Otieno,  a  student  activist 
who  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Nairobi,  Kenya, 
worked  in  the  Nairobi  communi- 
ty on  empowerment  issues  and 
challenged  the  government  on  a 
range  of  community  concerns, 
from  housing  and  education  to 
quality  of  life  struggles. 

The  Africa  Peace  Tour,  which 
is  sponsored  by  the  American 
Friends  Service  Committee,  seeks 
to  promote  organized  U.S.  citizen 
action  that  will  influence  U.S. 
policies  toward  Africa.

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Nursing  program  receives  accreditation

It  takes  a  special  person  to 
soothe  aches  and  pains  and 
calm  the  fears  of  a  child  who 
has  broken  a  limb  while  riding  a 
bike.  Prospective  nurses  in  the 
Derry  Patterson  Wingo  School 
of  Nursing  learn  how  to  be  that 
special  person  who  is  caring 
and  compassionate.  And  it  does- 
n't hurt  that  while  at  CSU  these 
students  establish  and  build 
their  relationship  with  the  ulti- 
mate healer. 

Having  graduated  its  first 
two  classes,  the  DPWSN  contin- 
ues to  train  and  increase  the 
number  of  healthcare  profes- 
sionals in  the  Lowcountry.  On 
July  14,  CSU  became  the  first 
private  institution  in  South 
Carolina,  to  have  received  initial 
accreditation  for  its  bachelor  of 
science  in  nursing  program 
from  the  National  League  for 
Nursing  Accrediting 
Commission  (NLNAC).  The 
commission  is  the  entity  respon- 
sible for  the  accreditation  of  all 
levels  of  nursing  education 
schools  and  programs  both  post- 
secondary  and  higher  degree. 

The  program  received  the 
South  Carolina  State  Board  of 
Nursing  Initial  Approval  in 
January  1995.  Because  of  state 
laws  governing  nursing  in  South 
Carolina,  CSU  was  not  able  to 
apply  for  full  approval  of  the 
program  until  its  first  graduates 
took  the  National  Council  of 
Licensure  Examination 
(NCLEX),  the  licensing  exam  for 
registered  nursing.  Both  classes 
have  had  a  100  percent  pass  rate 
on  the  test.

the  School  of  Nursing,  reports 
that  applications  for  the  25  nurs- 
ing school  spots  doubled  for  the 
1999-2000  school  year.  Why? 
Maybe  it's  because  of  what  CSU 
has  to  offer. 

For  nursing  school  graduate 
Tanya  Lott  '99,  her  CSU  experi- 
ence was  beneficial  enough  for 
her  to  write  Dr.  Hunter  a  letter 
before  graduating  in  May.  Lott 
wrote,  "I  have  grown  in  knowl- 
edge and  experience,  but  most 
importantly  I  have  grown  in  my 
relationship  with  the  Lord." 

While  at  CSU,  Lott  was  cho- 
sen to  represent  South  Carolina 
at  the  International  Council  of 
Nurses'  Congress  in  Canada  and 
sat  on  the  state  board  for  the 
Student  Nurses'  Association  of 
South  Carolina.  She  is  currently 
employed  in  the  nursery  of  St.

The  news  that  spread 
through  the  country  on  April  20, 
1999,  shook  our  country  to  the 
core.  Two  seemingly  harmless 
teenagers  had  walked  into  a 
crowded  school  and  opened  fire 
on  their  friends,  classmates,  and 
teachers  with  pistols  and  semi- 
automatic rifles.  What  was  left 
after  the  smoke  cleared  and  the 
screams  died  away  were  hun- 
dreds of  teenagers  with  basically 
only  one  question,  "Why?" 

Barbara  Mead,  assistant  dean 


for  student  development,  coun- 
seling, and  international  services 
director  at  CSU,  has  been  dealing 
with  people  long  enough  to 
know  that  the  effects  of  such  a 
tragedy  would  be  overwhelming. 

"I  don't  know  why  I  felt  the 
need  to  go  help  these  students," 
said  Mead.  "  On  May  third  I 
picked  up  the  phone  and  called 
Chatfield  Senior  High  School  to 
offer  my  help.  This  was  when  I 
learned  that  more  than  60  grief 
counselors  from  across  the  nation 


had 

already 
been  asked 
to  join  the 
Columbine  and 
Chatfield  students  to  help  work 
through  the  grief." 

"I  was  just  compelled  to  go 
to  Littleton,"  said  Mead.  "It  was- 
n't to  observe,  or  out  of  curiosity, 
it  was  just  to  be  a  servant." 

Mead  was  already  scheduled 
to  attend  the  National

calling,  Mead  chose 
to  leave  several  days 
early  to  go  to 
Littleton  to  help, 
travelling  on  her  personal  time 
and  expense. 

"When  I  got  to  the  Denver 
airport,  there  was  only  one  rental 
car  left,"  said  Mead.  "Many  peo- 
ple had  been  denied  rental  cars;

strangely,  I  got  one.  I  went 
straight  to  Chatfield  High  School, 
presented  my  counselor's  license, 
and  was  led  to  the  counseling 
center." 

Remember,  hundreds  of 
counselors  had  been  denied 
access  to  the  school,  and  security 
was  very  tight  for  everyone. 

During  Mead's  discussion 
with  Dr.  James  Orcutt,  the  direc- 
tor of  counseling  at  Chatfield,  the 
main  thing  he  ascertained  about 
her  was  that  she  had  a  gentle 
heart.  Having  only  four  days  to 
spend  in  Littleton,  she  knew  that 
wasn't  enough  time  to  help  with 
long-term  counseling  but  knew

she  could  help  deal  with  some 
immediate  needs  through 
encouragement  and  support. 

As  part  of  her  duties,  Mead 
was  asked  to  report  to  the  com- 
mons area  of  the  high  school  and 
simply  "watch  and  listen"  to  the 
students. 

"As  we  were  waiting  for 
classes  to  change,  I  asked  one  of 
the  other  counselors  where  she 
was  from,  and  she  replied  that 
she  had  been  'chosen'  from 
another  state.  This  was  when  it 
pierced  me  that  I  had  been  select- 
ed by  a  much  higher  power  to 
come  to  Colorado,"  Mead  states. 

"The  counselors,  understand- 
ably, were  very  tired  and 
stressed.  On  my  drive  back  to 
the  hotel  that  night,  I  asked  God 
what  I  could  do  to  help  lessen  the 
stress  on  the  counseling  team.  It 
came  to  my  mind  that  food  is  the 
universal  'welcome.'  The  next 
day,  I  took  a  basket  filled  with 
freshly  baked  muffins.  This  sim- 
ple Southern  gesture  was  the 
beginning  of  answers  to  my 
prayers." 

During  her  time  in  Littleton, 
Mead  was  asked  to  join  the  coun- 
seling team  at  both  the 
Columbine  High  School  awards 
day  and  their  graduation  cere- 
monies. Although  the  under- 
tones of  the  shooting  were  still 
prevalent,  the  joy  that  goes  with 
graduation  seemed  to  mask 
much  of  the  sorrow. 

Shortly  after  her  return  to 
CSU,  a  thank  you  card  arrived 
from  Columbine.  It  read,  "It 
takes  many  stars  to  light  up  the 
sky. .thanks  for  being  a  part  of 
our  constellation." 

"With  this,  even  though  I  will 
never  know  the  full  impact  I  had 
on  those  young  people,"  said 
Mead,  "I  knew  that  I  had 
become  a  part  of  the  Columbine 
family." 
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Many  of  us  dream  of  opening  the 
newspaper  and  seeing  a  headline 
that  reads  "Scientists  Discover  the 
Cure  for  Cancer." 

Unfortunately,  scientific  discov- 
eries oftentimes  do  not  happen  the 
way  Flemming  discovered  penicillin. 
For  this  reason,  some  scientific  dis- 
coveries take  many,  many  years. 

This  is  the  case  of  Dr.  Amy  Lewis 
Nolan,  '94,  and  her  search  for  the  elu- 
sive causes  of  breast  cancer.  Divided 
into  many  different  groups  of  research, 
Nolan  is  dealing  mainly  with  the  link 
between  fried  beef  and  fish  and  their 
relation  to  breast  cancer. 

"Reactions  in  our  body,  catalyzed 
by  enzymes,  are  believed  to  be 
responsible  for  converting  chemicals 
such  as  those  found  in  hamburgers 
into  carcinogens,  or  cancer  causing 
agents,"  said  Nolan. 

PhIP  is  an  amine  formed  during 
the  browning  process  of  meat  and 
fish,  and  is  believed  to  work  during 
the  initiation  stage  of  tumor  develop- 
ment. PhIP  will  give  rise  to  mamma- 
ry gland  tumors  in  rats  fed  diets  con- 
taining this  carcinogen.  Through 
intensive  studies,  Nolan  has  found 
that  certain  enzymes  are  involved  in 
promoting  the  binding  of  PhIP  to 


DNA,  which  is  critical  for  its  initia- 
tion of  breast  cancer. 

"If  we  can  understand  which 
enzymes  are  involved  in  causing  the 
DNA  binding,"  said  Nolan,  "then  we 
can  try  to  discover  how  to  block  that 
process  and  prevent  tumor  initiation 
by  these  types  of  carcinogens." 

Chemical  carcinogens  work  in 
three  ways  to  cause  cancer:  invita- 
tion, promotion,  and  progression.  It 
is  during  the  initiation  of  cancer 
development  where  PhIP  plays  its 
biggest  role. 

While  trying  to  decide  on  which 
university  to  attend,  Nolan  met  Dr. 
Clyde  Odom  while  still  in  high 
school. 

"Dr.  Odom  was  giving  a  lecture 
to  my  high  school,  and  he  was  so 
nice,  that  I  decided  to  seriously  con- 
sider CSU  for  my  undergraduate," 
said  Nolan.  "After  graduation,  I  was- 
n't ready  to  enter  the  work  force,  and 
Dr.  Price  helped  me  get  into  the  area 
of  research." 


Currently  employed  as  a  post- 
doctoral fellow  at  the  Medical 
University  of  South  Carolina,  Nolan 
states  that  she  would  like  to  use  her 
expertise  to  educate  others. 


"My  original  goal,  after  comple- 
tion of  my  doctorate,  was  to  enter 
industry  in  the  biomedical  research 
area,"  said  Nolan.  "However,  with 
each  teaching  opportunity  afforded 
me  at  MUSC,  I  became  more  and 
more  interested  in  the  teaching 
aspect  of  my  training." 

During  all  of  this  research 
Noland  found  time  to  begin  a  new 
life  with  her  husband,  Ed,  who  is 
currently  finishing  his  residency  in 
anesthesiology  at  MUSC. 

Nolan  is  a  member  of  several 
nationally  recognized  scientific 
organizations  and  currently  serves 
on  the  CSU  alumni  board  of  direc- 
tors. 


Facts  about 
breast  cancer 

According  to  the  American 
Cancer  Society,  breast  cancer  is  the 
second  leading  cause  of  cancer-relat- 
ed death  in  American  women. 
Heredity,  however,  accounts  for  less 
than  10  percent  of  cases.  There  are 
several  precautions  women  can  take 
to  find  cancerous  tissue  at  its  earliest 
states. 

1 .  Women  aged  40  and  older 
should  have  a  screening  mammo- 
gram every  year. 

2.  Between  the  ages  of  20  and  39, 
women  should  have  a  clinical  breast 
examination  by  a  health  professional 
every  three  years.  After  age  40 
women  should  have  a  breast  exam 
by  a  health  professional  every  year. 

3.  Women  aged  20  or  older  should 
perform  a  breast  self-examination 
every  month.  Information  on  the 
correct  procedure  for  this  can  be 
obtained  from  your  local  doctor  or 
contacting  your  local  American 
Cancer  Society  chapter.  There  are 
also  many  web  pages  that  deal  with 
breast  cancer.  One  good  example  is 
the  www.cancer.org.

Whether  through  a  whisper 
or  a  revelation,  many  CSU 
graduates  have  answered  God's 
call  of  carrying  out  the  Great 
Commission.  Through  assign- 
ments with  the  International 
Mission  Board,  they  are  able  to 
share  Christ  and  their  Christian 
education  with  people  across 
the  nations. 

"Both  of  us  felt  called  to  be 
missionaries  when  we  were  12 
years  old,"  says  the  Rev.  Kelly 
Lee  Bartodej  '86,  who  is  serving 
as  a  career  missionary  in  Brazil 
with  his  wife  Janet,  who  also 
attended  CSU,  and  their  three 
children,  Kelsey,  11,  Caryn,  10, 
and  Kyle,  9.  The  Bartodejs  are 
currently  on  furlough  and  liv- 
ing in  Williamston  until  January 
2000. 

"As  a  missionary  I  get  to 
build  on  the  strong  foundation  I 
built  during  my  time  at  CSU, 
which  also  prepared  me  for 
seminary.  Dr.  Mayo  [a  former 
CSU  religion  professor]  told  us 
not  to  be  afraid  to  explore  what 
God  can  use  you  to  do,"  said 
Bartodej.  "He  was  my  men- 
tor...He  encouraged  us  to  dream 
and  explore." 

Missionaries  like  The  Rev. 
Carl  '78  and  Wanda  '77  King 
are  also  exploring  this  region  of 
the  world  as  missionaries  in 
Campo  Grande.  In  addition  to 


his  evangelism  work  as  the  unit 
head,  Carl  helped  noted  author, 
John  Grisham,  in  his  prepara- 
tion of  the  novel,  "The 
Testament."  Grisham  writes  in 
his  Author's  Notes,  "Carl  King, 
my  friend  and  a  Baptist  mis- 
sionary in  Campo  Grande,  took 
me  deep  into  the  Pantanal." 
Grisham  writes  that  the  two 
spent  four  days  on  a  boat 
"counting  alligators,  photo- 
graphing wildlife,  looking  for 
anacondas,  eating  black  beans 
and  rice,  telling  stories." 

The  Rev.  Tony  '92  and  Kelly 
'91  Gideon,  who  are  missionar- 
ies in  Caracas,  Venezuela,  recall 
their  most  memorable  mission- 
ary experience  as  one  involving 
their  entire  family.  The  couple 
said  via  an  e-mail,  "Last 
August,  we  were  privileged  to 
take  a  mission  trip  to  Maturin 
(an  eastern  oil  town)  and  work 
with  some  national  Baptist  part- 
ners in  starting  new  works. 

The  area  of  town  was  very 
poor;  unpaved  muddy  streets 
full  of  potholes,  teeny  houses 
made  of  cement  blocks,  fires 
outside  with  big  pots  for  cook- 
ing their  meals,  hoses  for  taking 
showers.  We  invited  the  neigh- 
bors to  come  and  see  a  movie 
about  Jesus.  At  7:30,  scores  of 
people  came  and  sat  down  on 
muddy  ground,  others  stood

gram of  music  and  movie 
(which  was  shown  on  the  side 
of  a  white  cement  house).

Kelly  writes,  "As  the  music 
started,  I  looked  around  for  my 
kids,  which  I  always  count 
when  we're  away  from 
home  -  it's  a  Mother  thing.  I 
saw  Isaac,  7,  our  oldest, 
clapping  and  praying  with 
the  little  boy  from  the 
neighborhood.  I  saw

As  part  of  the  1999 
SuperSummer  Camp 
offered  by  Charleston 
Southern  University,  youth 
from  around  the  South  par- 
ticipated in  the  age-old  tra- 
dition of  gleaning,  a 
process  by  which  fruits  and 
vegetables  which  were  not 
gathered  in  the  initial  har- 
vest are  handpicked  and 
distributed  to  local  food 
banks  and  homeless  shel- 
ters. 

Students  from  Beulah 
Baptist  Church  in  Fountain 
Inn,  S.C.,  and  Maple 
Springs  Baptist  Church  in 
Medon,  Tenn.,  spent  several 
hours  gleaning  tomatoes 
from  local  fields  to  be  dis- 
tributed at  the  Lowcountry 
Food  Bank,  homeless  shelters, 
and  to  area  needy  families. 

The  process  of  gleaning  takes 
its  roots  from  the  Bible.  "When 
ye  reap  the  harvest  of  your  land, 
thou  shalt  not  wholly  reap  the 
corners  of  your  field,  neither 
shalt  thou  gather  the  gleanings  of 
thy  harvest... leave  them  for  the 
poor,"  Lev.  19:9-10. 

As  part  of  their 
SuperSummer  experience,  stu- 
dents were  given  the  opportunity 
to  participate  in  missionary  work 
throughout  the  Lowcountry  area. 

"The  opportunity  to  do 
hands-on  mission  work  has 
always  been  a  very  important 
part  of  our  SuperSummer  experi- 
ence," said  Rick  Brewer,  dean  of 
students  and  director  of 
SuperSummer.

Planning  on  the  future 


The  Board  of  Trustees  spent 
the  day  looking  toward  the 
future  on  July  26  when  they  met 
in  Columbia  to  work  on  the  10- 
year  strategic  plan  for  the 
University.  Led  by  Dr.  Jairy 
Hunter,  students,  faculty,  staff 
and  members  of  the  board  spent 
the  day  looking  at  "Where  we 
are"  and,  more  importantly, 
"Where  do  we  want  to  be." 

"The  most  important  aspect 
of  growth  is  looking  toward  the 
future  and  laying  down  a  solid 
plan  of  where  you  want  to  be 
and  how  you  are  going  to  get 
there,"  said  Hunter. 

Every  aspect  of  the 
University  was  covered  during 
the  meeting:  Enrollment, 
Academics,  Student  Life,  and 
Technology. 


"So  much  has  changed  at  the 
University  over  the  past  10 
years,"  said  Hunter.  "I  cannot 
begin  to  imagine  all  of  the 
changes  that  we  will  face  over 
the  next  10.  Technology,  for 
instance,  is  changing  so  rapidly 
that  we  don't  even  know  what 
will  be  available  in  2010." 

Dr.  Carlisle  Driggers,  execu- 
tive director  and  treasurer  of  the 
South  Carolina  Baptist 
Convention,  opened  the  meeting 
by  discussing  the  "Present-Future 
of  the  Church."  Driggers  also 
charged  the  Trustees  to  see  them- 
selves as  visionaries  and  to  con- 
tinue helping  the  University 
maintain  its  mission.

Going  Pro

With  the  ever-increasing  com- 
petitiveness of  CSU  athletes,  it  is  not 
surprising  to  see  a  former 
Buccaneer  find  success  in  the  pro- 
fessional ranks.  Mark  Cisar  has 
found  such  success  after  being 
named  to  the  1999  South  Atlantic 
League  All-Star  Team.  Cisar,  who 
played  for  the  Buccaneers  from 
1995-98,  currently  pitches  for  the 
Augusta  Greenjackets  after  begin- 
ning his  minor  league  career  in 
Lowell,  Mass.  Cisar  signed  a  free- 
agent  contract  with  the  Boston  Red 
Sox  shortly  after  graduating  in  1998. 

Cisar  set  the  CSU  career  strike- 
out record  at  149  as  he  struck  out 
108  in  his  final  season.  He  also  set  a 
career  mark  for  saves  and  is  ranked 
second  in  appearances,  complete 
games  and  innings  pitched.  He  set  a 
single-season  record  with  114.0 
innings  pitched  his  senior  year,  fin- 
ishing 8-8  with  a  3.08  ERA. 


tournament  cap,  sponsored  by  T&T  Sports.  To  top  off  the 
event,  participants  were  treated  to  a  catered  barbecue  dinner 
from  Sticky  Fingers.

Shaping  the  future  of  CSU  athletics 

The  Buccaneer  Club  has  undertaken  some  very  special 
challenges  for  the  upcoming  fiscal  year.  Last  year's  goal  of 
$153,000  has  been  raised  to  $497,000.  The  reason  for  this 
dramatic  increase  is  the  need  to  refurbish  the  track  and  the 
addition  to  the  third  floor  area  of  the  new  Stadium  Center. 
The  total  cost  of  these  two  new  projects  accounts  for 
$300,000  of  the  new  goal.  The  Buc  Club  board  of  directors 
feels  that  their  new  marketing  statement,  "Shaping  the 
Future  of  CSU  Athletics,"  is  best  emphasized  by  supporting 
an  aggressive  financial  plan  which  will  enhance  CSU's 
exceptional  student-athletes  and  the  facilities  which  will 
help  propel  CSU  athletics  into  the  next  century. 


The  New  Martinsville,  W.  Va., 
native  was  a  dual  role  player  for 
CSU  and  also  held  the  school  record 
for  hits  when  he  graduated.  He  left 
the  Bucs  with  a  .330  career  average, 
20  home  runs  and  112  RBIs.  He  is 
ranked  in  the  top  four  in  four  sin- 
gle-season record  categories  and  in 
nine  career  record  categories. 

As  a  member  of  the  Augusta 
Greenjackets,  Cisar  has  limited  his 
scope  to  pitching.  He  has  developed 
into  a  closer  for  Augusta  and 
through  mid-August  was  ranked 
third  in  the  league  with  22  saves. 
His  2.68  ERA  is  third  on  the 
Greenjackets,  but  the  lowest  among 
pitchers  with  at  least  50  or  more 
innings  pitched.  He  has  pitched 
53.2  innings  and  recorded  47  strike- 
outs. As  a  team,  the  Greenjackets 
are  third  in  the  South  Atlantic 
League  with  a  3.68  team  ERA.

Football 

As  the  Buccaneers  embark 
upon  their  ninth  season,  optimism 
runs  like  a  raging  river  through 
preseason  camp.  Never  before 
have  the  expectations  run  so  high, 
and  1999  may  be  the  first  season 
these  expectations  are  met. 

To  go  along  with  the  talent 
on  the  field,  the  Bucs  will  play  in 
the  shadows  of  the  new  Stadium 
Center,  a  structure  that  will 
enhance  the  overall  image  of  the 
program  and  the  school.  The  new 
four-story  building  will  be  a 
boon  to  fans  with  its  concession 
areas  and  restrooms,  and  to  the 
media  with  the  new  press  box  on 
the  top  floor. 

But  games  are  won  on  the 
field,  and  this  season's 
Buccaneers  have  the  talent  to 
win.  19  seniors  will  lead  the 
Bucs,  the  largest  senior  class  ever, 
along  with  35  juniors  to  put  one 
of  the  most  experienced  Buc 


teams  on  the  field. 

Last  season,  CSU  set  nearly 
20  new  offensive  records  for  team 
and  individual  play  including  a 
record  3,303  yards  of  total 
offense.  For  1999,  three  players 
responsible  for  that  will  return. 
Quarterback  Brooks  Combs,  who 
threw  for  a  record  1,594  yards  a 
year  ago,  will  return  as  the 
favorite  to  start.  However,  he  will 
have  to  earn  that  spot  with  the 
addition  of  Jeff  McCool,  who 
comes  to  CSU  from  the 
University  of  Cincinnati. 

At  receiver,  Ande  Goldsmith, 
CSU's  all-time  leading  yardage 
receiver,  will  embark  upon  his 
senior  campaign  with  an  eye  to 
the  professional  ranks. 
Goldsmith  had  762  receiving 
yards  a  year  ago  and  has  1,407 
for  his  career.  He  also  set  a 
record  with  seven  touchdown 
catches  in  1998.  CSU  is  deep  at 
receiver  with  speedster  Aaron 
Latino  and  the  fearless  Mark  Vail 


also  coming  back.  Latino  turned 
heads  with  his  kickoff  returns 
and  showed  good  ability  at 
receiver  late  in  the  season.  Vail 
was  the  second  leading  receiver 
on  the  '98  team  with  388  yards 
and  two  touchdowns. 

One  of  the  biggest  areas  of 
improvement  for  the  1999 
Buccaneers  may  be  on  the  offen- 
sive line.  Senior  Chang  Yi 
returns  to  anchor  the  line  at  cen- 
ter, along  with  returning  letter- 
winners  Paul  Herman,  Josh 
Keisler  and  Jacob  White.  But 
newcomers  such  as  Lon  Dimbatt, 
Shawn  Gifford  and  Chris 
Rollison  will  create  competition 
for  positions  on  the  starting  line 
and  give  the  Bucs  a  depth  on  the 
line  that  they  have  not  had  in 
years  past. 

Men's  Soccer 

The  1998  men's  soccer  team, 
under  first-year  head  coach 
Daniel  Allen,  turned  in  a  9-7-2 
record,  their  second  consecutive 
winning  season.  CSU  had  not 
done  that  since  1980  and  '81.  The 
1998  Bucs  also  set  a  record  by 
winning  eight  straight  games, 
surpassing  the  mark  of  seven  that 
was  held  by  the  1997  Buccaneers 
who  advanced  to  the  NCAA 
Tournament.  But  injuries  late  in 
the  season  put  a  sour  taste  in 
what  was  otherwise  a  very  suc- 
cessful season,  a  taste  the  1999 
Buccaneers  want  to  wash  away  in 
short  order. 

The  1999  edition  will  have  no 
problems  scoring  goals  as  Sami 
Ojala,  the  1998  Big  South  Rookie 
of  the  Year,  returns  for  his  sopho- 
more season.  Ojala  led  the  con- 
ference in  goal  scoring  with  16  a 
year  ago  and  was  ranked  among

the  top  25  goal  scorers  in 
the  nation.  Ojala  will  be 
joined  up  front  by  junior 
Chris  Kelly  who  scored 
four  goals  and  added  two 
assists  a  year  ago. 

In  the  midfield,  second- 
team  all-conference  sopho- 
more Frank  Novielli  will 
lead  the  way.  Novielli 
scored  seven  times  last  sea- 
son, second  on  the  team, 
and  led  the  Bucs  with 
seven  assists.  Also  in  the 
midfield  is  Adam  Lockyer, 
one  of  four  seniors  on  the  roster. 
Lockyer,  who  also  rotates  back  to 
defense,  will  be  joined  by  seniors 
Steve  Smintich,  Colin  Cialella 
and  David  Wenger.

To  combat  that  from  happen- 
ing again,  coach  Terrill  has 
assembled  a  very  deep  team  for 
1999,  making  them  less  suscepti- 
ble to  the  injury  bug  should  it 
return.  But  the  Lady  Bucs  also 
have  talent  to  go  along  with  their 
depth  with  nine  starters  return- 
ing from  last  season.

Cross  Country 

After  resting  near  the  bottom 
of  the  Big  South  athletic  confer- 
ence for  the  past  few  years,  the 
men's  and  women's  cross  coun- 


try programs  look  ready  to 
emerge  as  a  contender.  Women's 
head  coach  Amy  Clements  and 
men's  head  coach  Todd  Pettyjohn 
have  assembled  talented  teams 
that  can  run  to  respectability  and 
perhaps  a  championship. 

The  Lady  Bucs  will  return 
four  of  their  top  five  runners 
from  a  year  ago  and  will  have  an 
extremely  deep  team  for  1999 
with  12  runners  to  choose  from.

death,  annual  payments  stop, 
and  the  unitrust  assets  are 
transferred  to  the  designated 
charitable  remainder  organi- 
zation. Capital  gains  tax  can 
be  avoided  when  the  trust  is 
created,  and  an  income  tax 
deduction  is  available  for  a 
portion  of  the  value  of  the 
property.  There  can  also  be 
estate  tax  benefits. 


Example.  Donor's  uni- 
trust provides  that  he  is  to 
receive  5  percent  of  the  net 
fair  market  value  of  the  uni- 
trust assets  each  year.  Donor 
funds  his  trust  with  $100,000, 
so  he  receives  $5,000  for  the 
first  year. 

One  year  later  the  unitrust 


assets  are  worth  $110,000. 
Donor  receives  $5,500  for  the 
upcoming  year  ($110,000  x  5 
percent).  And  so  on,  each 
year. 

Advice  from  your  attorney 
or  financial  advisor  should  be 
sought  when  planning  the 
charitable  arrangements  that 
work  best  for  you.
